Reading, Taken to Asylum 
After Struggle. - 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2.—Bernard 
H. Bail, vice-president and general traf- 
fic manager of the Reading Railway, 
Was taken from his office in the Read- 
ing Terminal this morning and placed 
in the-Kirkbridge Asylum. Overwork is 
said to have unbalanced his reason. 
For a week at least, Bail’s associates 
have suspected that his mind was un- 
sound. On Dec. 10 he was advanced 
from the position 6f general freight 
agent; which he haé@ filled sinee 1390, to 
the vice-presidency. 

Recently, it is said, Bail sent a tele- 
gram to the general freight agent -of 
the company in Chicago, informing him 
that his salary had been raised, and 
that he was to comé here at once. A 
second telegram followed announcing a 
further increase in salary. The Chicago 
agent came here, comprekended the sit- 
uation and returned West. A week ago 
Bail astounded the clerks by scattering 
coins and notes about his office. 

That he became violent in his office 
this morning is indicated by the fact’ 
that it was necessary to handcuff Bail 
in removing -him. Two of the road’s 
special policémen were called to take 
charge of him. 

A police patrol was summoned. Sersgt. 
Simpson accompanied the Reading po- 
lice to Kirkbride Asylum with Bail and 
Bays that hé behaved quietly during the 
journey. The special policemen and oth- 
er officials of the road refuse to say } 


his office. ‘ 

Bail is 61 years old ; a is a native 
of Oneida County, New York. He came 
to the Reading Raffway as a division 
freight agent in 1888, after having filled 
various positions in the freight depart- 
ments of the New York Central, the

Ontario and the Wabash.

SO HE GETS A DIVORCE 


Husband in Court Has Wife’s 
“letters of Divorcee,” but 
Does Not Offer It. 


The artistic temperament of Mrs. Rose 
Guggenheim Punch is assigned by her 
former husband, Jack C. Punch, club- 
man and president of the Cotto-Waxo 
Chemical Co., as the reason they could 
not live happily together. Mr. Punch 
obtained a divorce by default in Judge 
Kinsey’s court Monday afternoon. 

Mr. and Mrs. Punch were married in 
1900 and separated in August, 1907. They 
lived at 4354 Lindell boulevard. Mr. 

‘ Punch testified that he encouraged his 

wife in her literary and art ambitions, 
but finally, he said, these things caused 
ithe trend of her mind to run outside of 
her own life. 

“Within two years after our mar- 
riage,”” he said, “she began treating me 
indifferently and devoted her time to 
writing short stories, reading fiction, 
taking vocal and instrumental music 
lessons and studying French and Ger- 
man, besides taking four lessons a day 
in painting.” 

Despite her indifference, Punch said 
he treated her kindly, bought her expen- 
sive gowns, sent her to watering places 
and was indulgent with her in every 
way. He said he spent about $400 a 
menth trying to make her comfortable, 

Sent Letter to Brother. 

Mrs. Punch left St. Louis in October, 
1906, on a tour of Europe, In February, 
1907, while still.in Europe, she addressed 
@ letter to her husband's brother, Attor- 
ney Montague Punch, and directed that 
he deliver it to her husband. When the 
brother read the letter he left St. Louis 
for New York immediately and deliv- 
ered it in person to his brother, who 

. was in New York on business.

ntroduced in evidence. In it Mrs. Punch 
said she had decided to remain abroad 
and suggested that Mr. Punch sue for 
divorce. He testified that after reading 
it he was sick for a week. He sent

turn and she was finally influenced by 
her relatives, coming back in April,

until Aug. 22, \ when she sent a special 
delivery letter-to:-him-at-his place of

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HANDICAPPING FOREIGN TRADE. 

The abolition of the reciprocal tariff arrange- 
ment with Frence has been folléwed by conse- 
quences more disagreeable than were predicted. 
The imposition of the French “maximum” against 
our products has practically suspended our trade 
with France in many commodities. France took 
no illuminating oil from us at all in November 
and in lubricating oils her demand fell off 90 
per cent. Other notable refuctions were in lard 
and fruits. Our imports from France increased, 
except in champagne. | 

Mineral oils are fifth in value in our list of ex- 
ports. They are exceeded only by cotton, bread- 
stuffs, beef and provisions and steel. Oil ex- 
porters are alarmed at the November statistics; 
others are concerned. Not only is there already 
a decline in our foreign trade as the result of 
the new tariff, but there is prospect, not mere 
promise, of a further decline when the “maxi- 
mum” of the Payne law becomes effective April 
next. 

The diffieulty seems to lie in the fact that we 
followed the protective principle exclusively in 
making our tariff.. The “maximum” provision of 
the Payne law is a protectionist conception, not a 
scientifically graded trade winner, and is intended 
to make high rates still higher, European-coun- 
tries have graded their rates scientifically to pro- 
duce trade results. In the struggle for pre-emi- 
nence in world trade the Payne law is-a serious 
handicap to our progress, It may even destroy 
whatyother nations now use tariffs to create.

THE DISTRICT ATTORNEYSHIP. 

President Taft is a sphinx on the | on of a 

district attorney for St. Louis, but, it may be 
guessed that he is bored by the war of local 
factions over the appointment. He can break the 
deadlock in a happy-Way by, accepting the sug- 
gestion that Truman Post Young, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, be chosen for the place. 

Mr. Young fits the standard of eligibility fixed 
|by Thomas Jefferson.. He. has proven his hon- 
festy, capacity and efficiency during a service of{ 
nearly three years. He has experience. He is a 
working member of the staff. Not being the spe- 
cial choice of any party faction, there is no danger 
that he will be controlled or influenced by a fac- 
tion boss.. If he should be appointed his seleg- 
tion wil] stand on a basis of merit and’ he will be 
put in the office not for political’ reasons, but for 
working purposes. 

But apart from Mr. Young’s demonstrated fit- 
ness, his appointment would establish an excel- 
lent precedent and give impetus to the policy of 
promoting men of capacity and experience. The 
prosecuting officers of the United States occupy 
positions of ‘little less dignity and importance 
than United States judges. They should be 
chosen on merit, with the sole view, of equipping 
the Department of Justice with prosecutors who 
will fearlessly and impartially enforce the laws 
and prosecute offenders of all kinds and condi- 
tions. The spectacle of a deadlock over the ap- 
pointment of an officer of this kind on account 
of factional dissensions is not- pleagant or reas- 
suring. In this appointment the President can 
well afford to ignore factions and please the pub- 
lic.

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A WAR OF AUTHORITIES. : 
. President Taft, in overruling an opinion of form- 
er Attorney-General Bonaparte as to what is 
whisky, precipitated upon the country a new-issue 
that in some citcles is going to be more vexatious 
than that about whisky itself.

“So far as appears from Mr. Bonaparte'’s opin- 
ions, he accepted a definition of whisky from a4 
dictionary or encyclopedia, and, in forming and 
expressing his opinion, he had not the benefit of 
any evidence as to the meaning or scope of 
the term acquired from manufacturers, dealers 
or consumers in the trade. 

Here, then, we have a direct impeachment of all 
our dictionaries and.encyclopedias. If they do not 
correctly define words And accurately state the na- 
‘ture of things, of what use are they? Why appeal 
from Webster, from the Century, from the Stan-| 
dard, from the learned encyclopedias, to such ex- 
perts as Tom, Dick and Harry when we wish to 
know what’s what about so common a word and 
so ordinary a thing as whisky? 

It has long been known, of course, that authori- 
ties differ; but is it not equally well known that 
experts differ? Does Dick, the dealer, always 
agree: with Tom, the distiller, as to what is 
whisky? Does Harry, the consumer, always agree 
with either of them? Should we abandon the au- 
thority of. dictionaries and encyclopedias, where 
shall we find safety? The trade of one tewn does 
not always speak the language of the same trade 
in another town. If dealers in whisky are to have 
the privilege of defining it, is there not danger 
that most, of-it will'pass as pink tea or root beer?

SUGGESTIONS FOR 
FOOTBALL REFORM 


A single line of scrimmage at 
the forward point of the ball. 

An unrestricted forward pass to 
be completed behind the line of 
scrimmage’without penalty for its 
failure. 

Allow the quarterback to run 
with the ball without restriction. 

When a player is making a fair 
catch no opponent shall approach 
within three yards, unless the ball 
is fumbled. . 

On the offense at least six men 
shall be on the line of the scrim- 
mage; the others, except the quar- 
ter, to be at least five yards be- 
hind.the une. In plays across the 
line within five yards of the cen- 
ter, not more than three men to 
cross tegether. 

Dragging and pulling of the play- 
er with the ball to be prohibited. 

Admit no one to the side lines 
except authorized officials. 

Require removal of a player from 
the field as soon as he becomes 
physically unfit.
